Three small boys were burned to 
death and their mother and brother

Mrs. Knowls was trying to 
warm up the house shortly 
after 
midnight, as cold winds dropped 
the usually balmy Miami tempera- 
ture into the 30's. 


The three smallest children were 
burned to death and the body of 
only one.

The Doctor 
Says:

Although medical research Is cost 
ly, the results have justified 
the 
huge expenditures necessitated. 
The council of Pharmacy 
and 
chemistry of the American Medical 
Association points out thai while la- 
boratory research has been fairly 
well supported, investigations invol- 
ving patients (clinical 
research) 
have not received adequate finan- 
cial assistance. 


Physicians who derive their per- 
sonal incomes from hospitals, clin- 
ics or universities, or from private 
or industrial practice, do not ac- 
cept pay for performing clinical re- 
search. It is necessary, however, to 
employ assistants to carry out the 
details of each investigation, and 
these persons must be paid 
for 
their work. 


To evaluate the effect of treat 
ment or to study the natural course 
of an illness, laboratory tests may 
be necessary. Extra help is general- 
ly required to perform such tests, 
for the regular hospital laboatories 
usually are overburdened with rou- 
tine services. 


Much of the required, observation 
work is performed by members of 
the nursing staff, and 
additional 
nurses must be hired from the re- 
search fund if competent nursing 
observations are to be assured. Pro 
per record-keeping is essential and 
adequate clerical and stenographic 
assistance must be obtained for 
that purpose. 


It may be necessary to bring pa- 
tients into the hospital for varying 
periods of time, or to have patients 
remain a little longer, in order to 
complete some observations. The 
patient should not be asked to nay 
for this extra period of hospitaliza- 
tion; this money, too, must come 
from the clinical research fund. 


Most institutions have the equip- 
ment necessary to carry on med- 
ical research, but extra supplies, 
janitorial service, utilities. etc.! 
must be provided. In the face of 
rising costs and scarcity, a contin- 
gent fund must be set aside 
to 
guarantee adequate financial sup- 
port. 


Everyone. Benefits 
Clinical research can no loneer 


be supported on a shoe string if it 
is to contribute to the advancement 
of medicine'. Large foundations, in- 
dividual donors, and industrial and 
public funds should Bive more mon- 
ey for lone-term research projects, 
for all will benefit directly f'-nm 
the discoveries thus made possible.

Three Youths 
Die in Fire

midnight, as cold winds dropped 
the usually balmy Miami tempera- 
ture into the 30's.

The Doctor 
Says:

Although medical research Is cost 
ly, the results have justified 
the 
huge expenditures necessitated. 
The council of Pharmacy 
and 
chemistry of the American Medical 
Association points out thai while la- 
boratory research has been fairly 
well supported, investigations invol- 
ving patients (clinical 
research) 
have not received adequate finan- 
cial assistance. 


Physicians who derive their per- 
sonal incomes from hospitals, clin- 
ics or universities, or from private 
or industrial practice, do not ac- 
cept pay for performing clinical re- 
search. It is necessary, however, to 
employ assistants to carry out the 
details of each investigation, and 
these persons must be paid 
for 
their work. 


To evaluate the effect of treat 
ment or to study the natural course 
of an illness, laboratory tests may 
be necessary. Extra help is general- 
ly required to perform such tests, 
for the regular hospital laboatories 
usually are overburdened with rou- 
tine services. 


Much of the required, observation 
work is performed by members of 
the nursing staff, and 
additional 
nurses must be hired from the re- 
search fund if competent nursing 
observations are to be assured. Pro 
per record-keeping is essential and 
adequate clerical and stenographic 
assistance must be obtained for 
that purpose. 


It may be necessary to bring pa- 
tients into the hospital for varying 
periods of time, or to have patients 
remain a little longer, in order to 
complete some observations. The 
patient should not be asked to nay 
for this extra period of hospitaliza- 
tion; this money, too, must come 
from the clinical research fund. 


Most institutions have the equip- 
ment necessary to carry on med- 
ical research, but extra supplies, 
janitorial service, utilities. etc.! 
must be provided. In the face of 
rising costs and scarcity, a contin- 
gent fund must be set aside 
to 
guarantee adequate financial sup- 
port. 


Everyone. Benefits 
Clinical research can no loneer 


be supported on a shoe string if it 
is to contribute to the advancement 
of medicine'. Large foundations, in- 
dividual donors, and industrial and 
public funds should Bive more mon- 
ey for lone-term research projects, 
for all will benefit directly f'-nm 
the discoveries thus made possible.

The Doctor 
Says:

Although medical research Is cost 
ly, the results have justified 
the 
huge expenditures necessitated. 
The council of Pharmacy 
and 
chemistry of the American Medical 
Association points out thai while la- 
boratory research has been fairly 
well supported, investigations invol- 
ving patients (clinical 
research) 
have not received adequate finan- 
cial assistance. 


Physicians who derive their per- 
sonal incomes from hospitals, clin- 
ics or universities, or from private 
or industrial practice, do not ac- 
cept pay for performing clinical re- 
search. It is necessary, however, to 
employ assistants to carry out the 
details of each investigation, and 
these persons must be paid 
for 
their work. 


To evaluate the effect of treat 
ment or to study the natural course 
of an illness, laboratory tests may 
be necessary. Extra help is general- 
ly required to perform such tests, 
for the regular hospital laboatories 
usually are overburdened with rou- 
tine services. 


Much of the required, observation 
work is performed by members of 
the nursing staff, and 
additional 
nurses must be hired from the re- 
search fund if competent nursing 
observations are to be assured. Pro 
per record-keeping is essential and 
adequate clerical and stenographic 
assistance must be obtained for 
that purpose. 


It may be necessary to bring pa- 
tients into the hospital for varying 
periods of time, or to have patients 
remain a little longer, in order to 
complete some observations. The 
patient should not be asked to nay 
for this extra period of hospitaliza- 
tion; this money, too, must come 
from the clinical research fund. 


Most institutions have the equip- 
ment necessary to carry on med- 
ical research, but extra supplies, 
janitorial service, utilities. etc.! 
must be provided. In the face of 
rising costs and scarcity, a contin- 
gent fund must be set aside 
to 
guarantee adequate financial sup- 
port. 


Everyone. Benefits 
Clinical research can no loneer 


be supported on a shoe string if it 
is to contribute to the advancement 
of medicine'. Large foundations, in- 
dividual donors, and industrial and 
public funds should Bive more mon- 
ey for lone-term research projects, 
for all will benefit directly f'-nm 
the discoveries thus made possible.

Three Youths

The Doctor 
Says:

Although medical research Is cost 
ly, the results have justified 
the 
huge expenditures necessitated. 
The council of Pharmacy 
and 
chemistry of the American Medical 
Association points out thai while la- 
boratory research has been fairly 
well supported, investigations invol- 
ving patients (clinical 
research) 
have not received adequate finan- 
cial assistance. 


Physicians who derive their per- 
sonal incomes from hospitals, clin- 
ics or universities, or from private 
or industrial practice, do not ac- 
cept pay for performing clinical re- 
search. It is necessary, however, to 
employ assistants to carry out the 
details of each investigation, and 
these persons must be paid 
for 
their work. 


To evaluate the effect of treat 
ment or to study the natural course 
of an illness, laboratory tests may 
be necessary. Extra help is general- 
ly required to perform such tests, 
for the regular hospital laboatories 
usually are overburdened with rou- 
tine services. 


Much of the required, observation 
work is performed by members of 
the nursing staff, and 
additional 
nurses must be hired from the re- 
search fund if competent nursing 
observations are to be assured. Pro 
per record-keeping is essential and 
adequate clerical and stenographic 
assistance must be obtained for 
that purpose. 


It may be necessary to bring pa- 
tients into the hospital for varying 
periods of time, or to have patients 
remain a little longer, in order to 
complete some observations. The 
patient should not be asked to nay 
for this extra period of hospitaliza- 
tion; this money, too, must come 
from the clinical research fund. 


Most institutions have the equip- 
ment necessary to carry on med- 
ical research, but extra supplies, 
janitorial service, utilities. etc.! 
must be provided. In the face of 
rising costs and scarcity, a contin- 
gent fund must be set aside 
to 
guarantee adequate financial sup- 
port. 


Everyone. Benefits 
Clinical research can no loneer 


be supported on a shoe string if it 
is to contribute to the advancement 
of medicine'. Large foundations, in- 
dividual donors, and industrial and 
public funds should Bive more mon- 
ey for lone-term research projects, 
for all will benefit directly f'-nm 
the discoveries thus made possible.

Three Youths

The Doctor 
Says:

Although medical research Is cost 
ly, the results have justified 
the 
huge expenditures necessitated. 
The council of Pharmacy 
and 
chemistry of the American Medical 
Association points out thai while la- 
boratory research has been fairly 
well supported, investigations invol- 
ving patients (clinical 
research) 
have not received adequate finan- 
cial assistance. 


Physicians who derive their per- 
sonal incomes from hospitals, clin- 
ics or universities, or from private 
or industrial practice, do not ac- 
cept pay for performing clinical re- 
search. It is necessary, however, to 
employ assistants to carry out the 
details of each investigation, and 
these persons must be paid 
for 
their work. 


To evaluate the effect of treat 
ment or to study the natural course 
of an illness, laboratory tests may 
be necessary. Extra help is general- 
ly required to perform such tests, 
for the regular hospital laboatories 
usually are overburdened with rou- 
tine services. 


Much of the required, observation 
work is performed by members of 
the nursing staff, and 
additional 
nurses must be hired from the re- 
search fund if competent nursing 
observations are to be assured. Pro 
per record-keeping is essential and 
adequate clerical and stenographic 
assistance must be obtained for 
that purpose. 


It may be necessary to bring pa- 
tients into the hospital for varying 
periods of time, or to have patients 
remain a little longer, in order to 
complete some observations. The 
patient should not be asked to nay 
for this extra period of hospitaliza- 
tion; this money, too, must come 
from the clinical research fund. 


Most institutions have the equip- 
ment necessary to carry on med- 
ical research, but extra supplies, 
janitorial service, utilities. etc.! 
must be provided. In the face of 
rising costs and scarcity, a contin- 
gent fund must be set aside 
to 
guarantee adequate financial sup- 
port. 


Everyone. Benefits 
Clinical research can no loneer 


be supported on a shoe string if it 
is to contribute to the advancement 
of medicine'. Large foundations, in- 
dividual donors, and industrial and 
public funds should Bive more mon- 
ey for lone-term research projects, 
for all will benefit directly f'-nm 
the discoveries thus made possible.

Probably no belter known nor 
heller liked manager ever lived in 
the gloved sport. Lewis was nick-

Dangerous Shortcuts 
The United Nations Charter as- ] 
signs to the Security Council "pri- 
mary responsibility for the mainte- 
ance of international peace and se- 
curity." That primary responsibil- 
ity certainly includes control of the 
use of fissionable atomic material. 
Yet the United States and Britain 
are being forced to consider a plan 
that would separate that responsi- 
bility from the Council. 
Both governments are report- 
ed to be considering proposals for 
putting inspection, control and pun- 
shmcnl of violators under an inde- 
pendent atomic development autho- 
rity. The reason, of course, is Rus- 
.sia's persistent refusal to waive the 
veto power of the Council's perma- 
nent members over any Council 
action against violators of an ato- 
mic control agreement. 
Neither of the two plans has been 
formally announced. But the Amer- 
ican proposal is said to give the in- 
dependent agency the power to act 
only in serious violations, and 
to 
permit individual nations to declare 
war against the violator. The Brit- | 
ish outline would make an inde- 
pendent agency responsible for all 
atomic control, but would compel 
all governments to act together in 
any punishment of the violator. 


It might be argued that it is re- 
sults rather than method that count 
and that anything which might free 
the 
world from a fear of atomic 


warfare is welcome. But 
there 
are dangers in these two proposals 
that might make them acceptable 
only as a last resort. 


The American idea of nioving a 


dispute out of the Council only at 
the approach of a crisis seems to 
us to be better than the British al- 
ernative. This at least would keep 
much of the discussion within the 
UN, which, after all, was organiz 
ed to keep the peace. On the other 
hand, the American plan for sep- 
arate declarations of war is 
a 
questionable solution. 
There is a clause in the Charter, 
to be sure, which makes this pos- 
sible. Article 51 states that
